Doubtless the jitney bus will become 
adapted to circum stances, hut at pres­ 
ent the future of the venture is un­ 
certain. 
People very wise at figures 
will take pencil and paper and demon­ 
strate Jhat each bus is losing money, 
while the interlopers crowd the high­ 
ways of com m erce and keep right on 
carrying. 
The loss does not seem to 
im press th e men who arc* m athem at­ 
ically declared to be losing; they even 
seem to he unaw are of a 
fact 
that 
would he distressing if found out. Still, 
the figuring is very cunning, and per-jp. 
formed w ith skill. 
When the whole 
Ktibje< t is analyzed, the public admits 
that the prevalence of the jitney al­ 
tair is not quite a square deal. the fact 
being considered th at huge sum s have 
been invested by tran sit 
companies 
bound to pave and keep in repair speci­ 
fied iiortions of the streets traversed; 
bound also to pay as tax a certain im­ 
portant per cent, of gross 
receipts. 
Moreover, such com panies are able to 
build extensions only through making 
large investm ents. 
The 
jitney 
bus 
skips m errily along the pavem ent paid 
for by its rival, and picks up the cream 
of the rival’s trade. 
On

band, the jitney bus is quicker than 
Its com petitor, and people will use it 
when in a hurry to get 
somewhere 
W hether or not the projectors of the 
bus are m aking money, they act as 
though they thought they were, the 
effect on the business of carrying pass­ 
engers being ju st

robbing the calling of the individual 
lty that has been its 
chief 
novelty. 
The chorus of negatives may be heard 
alar. 
N evertheless there will be a 
more stable basis reached. 
W hether 
the introduction of the jitney bus was 
the opening of a perm anent as well as 
a new* era in 
urban 
transportation, 
may not be assured yet, but such prob­ 
ably is the case. 
Speed that ordinary 
cars do not afford is demanded, and 
the public has been given a tanto of it. 
Of course, lf the business is to con­ 
tinue and grow, the devising of a ve­ 
hicle at once strong, commodious and 
swift, will elim inate the miscellaneous 
rigs of today.—Basadena News.
